Hope in Java’s Rubber | 


HEN the British rubber ring put on its famous drama) 
entitled “Squeezing Uncle Sam,” it brought an era} 
of prosperity to the rubber plantations of the Dutch East 
Indies. The high prices were very satisfactory to the rubber | 
growers of the Dutch colonies, who were under no necessity 
to limit production. Furthermore, it suggested opportunity 
to the government of the Indies. 
The Dutch colonial government immediately began to! 
encourage rubber growing on small plantations by the native 
population. It encouraged planting of rubber trees in 
Sumatra and Borneo, the climates of which are peculiarly 
vell adapted to growing these trees. It is estimated by 
competent authorities that by 1930 there will be 800 rubber | 
plantations on the island of Java alone. | 
This will mean a step toward decentralizing rubber 
production. The cultivation of this crop will not be in the) 
hands of a single nation, which has been more or less the 
case since the British plantations took the lead in the field. | 
Such centralization is an invitation to politicians to meddle, | 
as they did in this case. Next to having our rubber supply | 
under our own flag, the best safeguard that we can have 
for the future is to have it scattered among several nations, 
so that a political embargo will be difficult if not impossible 
to arrange. 


Ss, adequate highway systems that Peru some years ago put | 
into effect a law which compelled the entire male population | 
to spend periods varying from sixAo twelve days every year | 
working on the roads. The result of this law has been the 
construction of 1,000 miles per annum of usable highways. 

While this is a drastic measure to provide roads, it is not | 
many years since we had a somewhat similar system in this | 
country. In our case the law was simply a taxation measure, 
levying so much per annum on every property holder for the | 
maintenance of highways. A provision of the law in almost | 
every state allowed the farmer to work out his tax by work- | 
ing so many days on the roads.

to see a farmer, with his team of horses and a road scraper, | 
doing his not very intelligent best to make the road in front | 
of his house passable.
